On January 3, 1975 the Coos County Commissioners signed a 
contract with the Caron Construction Co., Inc. of Manchester, 
N. H. for the construction of a new 100 bed County Nursing 
Home to be built on a 15 acre site on Cates Hill Road in Berlin, 
N. H. The signing of this contract finalized two years of extensive 
planning by the Commissioners and the Coos County Delegation. 
This new facility is scheduled to be completed by early 1976. 
The nursing home is the first phase of a planned geriatric unit 
which will when completed offer as additional services a day care 
center for the elderly and a congregate housing unit all on the 
same site. 


The total cost of the nursing home will be $2,200,000.00. The 
County has been awarded $600,000.00 in Federal Hill-Burton 
funds which will leave $1,600,000.00 to be paid by County 
bonds. Caron Construction Co. will receive $1,814,620.00 for its 


share of the project. 


During signing ceremonies, the County Commissioners express- 
ed their thanks to the Coos County Delegation and all of the 
other citizens who helped them throughout the planning stages 
and said they hoped that this new facility would serve the elderly 
and needy citizens of Coos County as well and as long as has the 
present County Home in West Stewartstown. The existing Home 
will continue to operate making 200 nursing home beds under 
County management.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE MEETING 


The Coos County Finance Committee met at the Coos County 
Nursing Home in West Stewartstown, N.H. on February 2, 1974. 


Meeting was called to order by Chairman Fortier at 10:30 A.M. 


Roll call found Representatives Fortier, Oleson, Huggins, 
Brungot, Gagnon, Richardson, Desilets, Lee, Hunt and Lemire 
present. 


Commissioners Brungot, Bergeron and Corrigan, also Fred 
King and Superintendent Bouchard were present. 


Chairman Fortier read each item of the Commissioners report 
for the fourth quarter of 1973 and asked for comment on same. 
Questions were raised about some overdrafts by Oleson, Huggins 
and Richardson. Register of Deeds was discussed about bills 
contracted in the last quarter of 1973. Food Stamp program 
was discussed and it would depend on laws passed in the special 
session as to what action would be taken for the future. 
Commissioner Corrigan spoke on Soil Conservation. John Morton, 
Treasurer, stated there was a balance of $89,499.54 on hand 
December 31, 1973. The Commissioners were instructed to 
notify Warren A. Bartlett, Register of Deeds, to attend the del- 
egation meeting March 2, 1974 to explain the bills contracted in 
the last quarter of 1973. 


Rep. Gagnon made a motion to accept the Commissioners 
report for the last quarter of 1973 and it was seconded by Rep. 
Desilets and it was voted favorably. 


Rep. Lemire moved to adjourn and was seconded by Rep. 
Oleson and so voted. Chairman Fortier declared the meeting 
adjourned at 12:10 P.M. 


Meeting was reopened by Chairman Fortier at 12:50 P.M. to 
take up other business. Rep. Hunt made a motion that the 
Chairman appoint a committee of three to investigate the cost of 
repairs for the Berlin Court House and it was seconded by Rep. 
Lemire. The vote was in favor of the motion. Chairman Fortier 
appointed the following members on the committee: Rep. 
Fortier, Huggins and Oleson. Meeting then adjourned at 1:00 P.M.

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SPECIAL COMMITTEE MEETING 


A meeting was held at the Berlin Court House in Berlin, New 
Hampshire by a committee appointed at the last Finance Commit- 
tee Meeting consisting of Guy Fortier, Otto Oleson and Harry 
Huggins to investigate the conditions of the Berlin Court House 
and the repairs needed for same, at 1:30 P.M., February 7, 1974. 


The committee estimated the cost would be about $35,000, if 
all the repairs needed on windows, doors, porch, chimney and 
brick work were to be done. The committee felt that $10,000 
should be put in the budget to start with and as more money was 
needed the commissioners should be authorized to obtain short 
term notes or bonds not to exceed $25,000 as needed to complete 
the repairs. The repairs to the Berlin Court House should be put 
out to bids by the commissioners and when the bids were in and 
opened a majority of the present committee should be present. 


Meeting was adjourned at 4:30 P.M.

1974 BUDGET PUBLIC HEARING 


A public hearing on the 1974 proposed Coos County Budget 
was held at the Lancaster Court House in Lancaster, N.H., Feb- 
ruary 16, 1974. 


Chairman Fortier called the meeting to order at 2:05 P.M. 
and read each item in the proposed budget and asked for com- 
ments on same. 


Attorney Robert Rich spoke on Sheriff and Deputy and Clerk 
and suggested $7,500 for that item. 


Rep. Arthur Drake asked if fees would go to the county if the 
Sheriff was put on a salary. Commissioner Brungot replied that it 
would. 


Mr. Fred King stated that about $1,400 was received in fees. 
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Robert Rich spoke on Deputy Investigations. Rep. Drake 
inquired if $5,200 would be included in the figure of Expense of 
Commissioners and Accounting Administration. 


Warren Bartlett spoke about the $700 for indexing and filing 
and stated this would be the last year it would be needed. At this 
time Chairman Fortier asked Mr. Bartlett to appear at the delega- 
tion meeting in March. 


Robert Rich explained state vs witnesses should read state 
witness fees and if the Sheriff went on salary the $1,500 would be 
the estimate. He also spoke of a possible change in police payroll. 
He also spoke on sheriff and-deputies. 


Superintendent Bouchard mentioned that there was an income 
of about $40,000 that did not show as it was not a cash item in 
revenues. Jail charges would now be charged against the jail 
instead of the institution. 


Mr. Lucien Lamoureux spoke on Council of aging and stated 
there would be matching funds 3 to 1 in a nutritive program. 
Senior Voluntary Program consisted mostly of donated time and 
the $4,000 would be 50% matching funds. 


Mr. Reviere spoke on sustaining program which consisted of all 
towns north of North Stratford and including Errol for meals and 
transportation for senior citizens. 


Mrs. Gibson asked that northern towns contribute 50% of the 
$4,000 for this program. She stated that they had 67 working on 
this program last year without pay. Mrs. Dennison spoke about 
time and travel being donated. 


Commissioner Corrigan stated that there was money in the 
budget for a new boiler for Lancaster Court House, but one had 
been installed at a cost of $4,100 as the old one had failed to 
function. 


Supt. Bouchard spoke on Nursing Home, station wagon and 
that a pickup should be included for hauling garbage. He also 
spoke of a sprinkler system and its need. 


Commissioner Bergeron spoke about New Nursing Home and 
the $95,000 was to be used to meet expenses to avoid borrowing 
money. 


Miss Louise Pariseau spoke on Home Health Agency and 
money was needed as the only other help received was from 
Medicare. 
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Mr. Calvin Perkins spoke for Soil Conservation District and the 
$1,000 increase this year was that some of their funds they had 
received in the past had terminated and hoped the twelve month 
period would extend beyond December 31 to cover clerical work 
that had to be paid after that date. 


Mr. King said the insurance was now taken out of each depart- 
ment instead of a separate item as in the past covering all depart- 
ments. This would show the actual cost where it belongs. He 
also explained the Capital Reserve Fund. 


Commissioner Bergeron spoke on Counciling on Aging and 
stated that the commissioners and the Berlin City Council were all 
for it. 


A report from Glen Eastman was read showing the amount of 
revenue that was brought into the area indirectly by this program, 
and the programs used in the past would expire in June 1974. 


Meeting adjourned at 3:00 P.M.

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Coos County Delegation 


March 2, 1974 


The Coos County Delegation met at the Coos County Nursing 
Home in West Stewartstown, N. H. on March 2, 1974 at 
10:00 a.m. 


Meeting was called to order at 10:00 a,m. by Chairman 
Fortier. Roll Call found Representatives Fortier, Oleson, Huggins, 
Brungot, Gagnon, Richardson, Hunt, Patrick, Lemire, Drake, 
Kidder, Bushey, Burns, Metcalf, Theriault and Valliere present. 


Chairman Fortier suggested that there were many from Berlin 
who wished to be heard on certain items in the budget such as 
Community Action, Council on Aging, and if there were no 
objections he would allow them to speak first and take up other 
items later. 


Rudy Urban from Berlin, N.H. spoke on Community Action. 
He stated the program was for those between the ages of 14 and 
19 years of age and another part of the program included those 
from 19 to 21 and this program was for low income children who 
wanted to work and be trained. He stated the Governor had 
money for salaries in the vicinity of $28,000.00 which was from 
Manpower and the Youth Corp, and they had trained about 80, 
and 15 were now permanently employed and 45 had returned to 
school. 


Mr. Lucien Lamoureux spoke for Senior Citizens Committee 
and the work on nutrition and transportation to doctors, 
hospitals and other places they needed transportation. He was 
requesting $6,000. from the County which would entitle them to 
$18,000. from the Federal Government which would also carry on 
the meals on wheels and recruit volunteers. 


Mr. Lamoureux spoke in favor of Council on Aging. David 
Patrick asked if these programs might be combined at a later time 
and the reply was that it might be possible. 


Mr. Peter Reviere, director of meals on wheels, stated they 
might be combined and co-ordinated. 


Mrs. Gibson stated the program started in 1971 as RSCP and 
changed over to funding for the aged. She hoped to expand the 
program into the Colebrook area this year and get 50% Federal 
Funding and if the money was approved they might get 3 to 1 
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funding. This is a three county program, not just towns or smaller 
groups. They have 249 volunteers and mentioned that if it was 
not set up it might be phased out. 


Mr. Stephen Wellington said they were operating on a budget 
set up last September and Federal funds were available. 


Mr. Peter Reviere said they were operating on a $175,000. 
grant and about 700 meals a week were served in the Berlin, 
Gorham, and Dalton area, and wanted to extend it to Colebrook 
and Stratford area. 


Miss Louise Pariseau spoke on Home Health Agency which 
started in 1972 with a grant of $7,000. for nurses working in 
clinics and nursing care in homes. This was intended to be 
locally funded, some by donations and some by pay at homes 
where they can afford it. Their case load had been about 1,000 
visits, but it had doubled in the past month. It was Medicare 
certified which covered many cases. 


Mr. Ted Pariseau, as director, spoke in favor of Convalesce and 
mentioned they had long distances to travel, such as Pittsburg and 
Errol, and they had been able to provide one push button bed in 
one case. 


Rep. Patrick asked why the County was asked for $1,000. when 
they were asking towns to raise money for same and the reply 
was that many towns might not support the program. 


Mr. Lucien Lamoureux spoke in favor of Miss Pariseau’s re- 
quest and stated they could get 3 to 1 Federal funding. 


Rep. Drake spoke highly in favor of such programs. 


Miss Pariseau stated that there had been 13 or 14 towns not 
served but now there were only 3 or 4. 


Chairman Fortier called Deputy Sheriff Guerin to speak for 
their department. Deputy Guerin said he had been on for two 
years for Manpower but the term would run out March 28, 1974 
and unless funds were available for this position it would be out. 
He had served as part time Deputy Sheriff and Clerk. They have 
radio equipment, but, it had not been installed. The only way to 
continue would be for the County to take it over as Federal funds 
are no longer available. 


Sheriff Martineau and Fred King were called on to explain, 
and they referred to the Sheriff’s budget on Page 69 in the County 
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Report, as separate budgets were set up under the new 
accounting system with laws passed in 1973. They were 
questioned about cost of new plan and the old one, also fees 
from writs. Fees from writs by deputies were as follows: 
$2,870.20 in 1970 - $2,940.43 in 1971 - $3,610.12 in 1972 - 
Sheriff Martineau received $1,143.70 in 1970 - $1,162.32 in 1971- 
$1,314.20 in 1972. It was estimated that fees from writs would 
increase in the future. 


Chairman Fortier Called on John Morton, County Treasurer, 
to explain the increase in his salary. Mr. Morton stated the only 
raise received lately was last year, a raise of $250. and his work 
load was much heavier and he had to work six days a week and 
he had many more Federal reports to make out with Revenue 
Sharing than in the past. He also stated that $4,000. was the 
total cost for hiring money which was much less than any other 
county. 


Having taken up several items for the benefit of some who 
wished to leave early started on the budget items in order. It was 
stated that auditor’s fees were set by the Superior Court and a 
bill was pending concerning County auditors. Under the new 
accounting system Coos County would have an independent 
audit. 


Chairman called on Warren Bartlett, Register of Deeds, to 
explain his request in the budget and there was much criticism as 
to why he had ordered many things during 1973 which would 
affect his 1974 request. Mr. Bartlett spoke of the needs of his 
office, but admitted that he ordered things without the approval 
from either the Commissioners or the Finance Committee of 
which he had been ordered and had agreed to do. He was 
questioned by Rep. Huggins and Rep. Oleson why he had dis- 
regarded their request and he replied he was guilty of the act. 


Mr. King explained County Attorney’s expense being changed 
over due to the new accounting system. 


Attorney Rich stated that psychiatry expense was no longer a 
charge to them. He also explained Master’s Fees varying from 
$1,200. down to $135. and under State Court Steno. an addition- 
al stenographer would have to be added this year and there 
would be increased cost of postage. 


Mr. Drake spoke about new accountability program which 
affects all agencies. Farm was also discussed and Rep. Drake 
felt the Farm should continue under the present crisis. It was 
mentioned that produce used from the Farm was not shown as it 


i a cash item although it was a revenue to the Jail and Nursing 
ome. 
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Rep. Drake explained a change over after July 1, as rates at 
Nursing Home would change from $13. to $16. per day which 
brought about the increased revenue. 


Supt. Bouchard proposed a supplementary budget for the 
Jail as the inmates had increased each month for the past three 
months and is now up to 23 and at present they have only one 
guard on at a time which was not ample for the number of 
inmates and little help could be obtained from police or state 
troopers in case of an emergency on short notice. He stated that 
the change made by criminal code had brought about the change 
as there were less suspended sentences now. He mentioned that 
they have only 12 cells with only 2 bunks in each cell. 


Rep. Oleson moved to recess at 1:00 p.m. for one hour for 
lunch and jt was seconded by Rep. Huggins and the vote was 
favorable. 


Chairman Fortier declared a recess for one hour until 2:00 p.m. 
Meeting reconvened at 2:00 p.m. 


County Treasurer, John Morton explained temporsry- loans 
which would be paid at the end of the year, and there were two. 
more payments on long term notes which was a $57.000. note on 
the Institution. 


New equipment was explained by Comm. Brungot and Crime 
Abatement. 


Chairman Fortier suggested using Revenue Sharing for repairs 
on Berlin Court House. Discussion followed. 


Supt. Bouchard explained money for Nursing Home, station 
wagon, pick up truck and patching and paving yard. Station 
wagon would be used to transfer patients and the pick up was 
needed to haul rubbish as the vehicles they have now are in bad 
repair. He also spoke about finger printing and photostatic copies 
and could be done by the guards. He mentioned a grant would 
pay 90% of cost and at the present time there was no life safety 
code on Jail. 


Supt. Bouchard spoke in regard to things needed for the Farm 
of which was a land roller, spring tooth harrow, but the spraying 
had been hired rather than buy a sprayer. 


Nursing Home was discussed. 


Mr. John Morton said a set of books had been set up for 


nea Sharing as shown on pages 42 and 43 in the Coos County 
eport. 
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Mr. Edwin Frizzell, chairman for District Board of supervisors 
of Coos County Conservation District spoke about the $6,000. in 
the budget which would be used-for clerical help. Office space, 
telephone etc., were paid by Federal Government. He explained 
many projects which they have done during the past year and the 
amount of $39,000. had been brought into the district. He also 
stated that towns wishing assistance in soil surveys could be done 
on a 50 - 50 basis between the towns and the conservation 
district. There would be more reports than usual, therefore the 
$6,000. would be needed for full time service in the office. 


Rep. Drake and Commissioners said an audit should be made 
by a CPA this year where it has been done by County auditors in 
the past, which would correct many errors. 


Mr. Leighton Pratt spoke for the Extension Service and was 
asked to explain about any increases in salaries by Rep. Drake. 
Mr. Pratt said there had been one increase to replace a position 
and they had four full time agents. The items on Misc. included 
S.S., workman’s compensation and taxes. 


John Morton made a correction in cash surplus as being 
$98,142.04 instead of $98,280.63. 


Comm. Brungot asked the delegation to vote to increase the 
pay for mileage up to $.12 for the commissioners, the same as the 
delegation gets. 


A schedule of meetings was presented by Mr. King followed by 
discussion. Chairman and Clerk were to appear to hold a Public 
hearing March 15, 1974 at the Berlin Court House at 10:00 a.m. 
It was decided to change the date of a meeting scheduled for 
March 8, to March 9 and they would receive the full proposed 
Plans and Financing etc., for the New Nursing Home. 


EXECUTIVE SESSION 


Chairman Fortier announced that we go into executive session 
on the proposed budget at 3:30 p.m. 


Rep. Patrick made a motion to incresea the salary for County 
Treasurer to $1,200. instead of $1,500. requested and it was 
seconded by Rep. Hunt. The vote was in favor of the motion. 


Rep. Lemire moved to accept raise requested for County 
Attorney and was seconded by Rep. Oleson and the vote was 
favorable. 


Sheriff’s Dept. was discussed by the committee. Rep. Patrick 
moved to employ the Sheriff on the same basis as last year and it 
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was seconded by Rep. Hunt. Vote was in favor of the motion 
with the exception of Rep. Brungot and Rep. Drake going on 
record as opposed to the motion. 


Commissioners were called in for information as to changing 
the budget back to offset changes made for the Sheriff’s Dept. 


Chairman Fortier moved to increase the mileage for the 
Commissioners to $.12 per mile and it was seconded by Rep. 
Oleson and the vote in favor of the motion. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce Jury Payrolls from $15,000 to 
$12,000 and it was seconded by Rep. Huggins and vote was in the 
affirmative. 


Rep. Patrick moved to reduce Masters Fees to $500 and it was 
seconded by Rep. Metcalf and the vote was in the affirmative. 


Supt. Bouchard explained that the increase for employees 
being 5% and 6% increase and after six months they would be 
given a 5 cents per hour raise and after a year another 5 cents 
increase until they received the maximum pay. 


Mr. King explained revising the Sheriff’s budget, but it would 
remain on his own budget. 


Rep. Patrick moved to increase the item on Jail in the budget 
from $79,839 to $107,502 which would include the Superinten- 
dent’s supplementary budget and it was seconded by Rep. Ther- 
iault and it was so voted. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce Crime Abatement from $500 to 
$100 and was seconded by Rep. Burns and so voted. 


Rep. Drake moved and seconded by Rep. Lemire to amend the 
proposed budget for 1974 Berlin Court House repairs from 
$10,000 to $35,000 and the budget footnoted to indicate $25,000 
shall come from Revenue Sharing. Vote was unanimous in favor 
of the motion. 


Rep. Patrick moved and seconded by Rep. Huggins to reduce 
the amount for Lancaster boiler from $6,000 to $4,265 and the 
vote was favorable. 


Rep. Burns moved to delete $1,000 for Home Health Agency 


and it was seconded by Rep. Bushey and the vote was in favor of 
the motion. 


Rep. Theriault moved and seconded by Rep. Brungot to include 
$6,000 for C.A.P. in the budget. Vote was taken but declared lost. 
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Rep. Drake moved and seconded by Rep. Burns to reconsider 
the motion of the Berlin Court House. Vote was in favor of the 
motion. 


Rep. Drake moved and supported by Rep. Burns to include 
$35,000 for Berlin Court House repairs, $4,265 for Lancaster 
boiler, $9,350 for Farm equipment and $9,800 for Nursing Home 
station wagon, pick up and patching and tarring yard, and $5,000 
for Nursing Home Planning, a total of $63,415 to be transferred 
from reserve to be taken from Revenue Sharing and used to cut the 
amount to be raised by taxation.

The Coos County Delegation met in the State House in 
Concord, New Hampshire on March 6, 1974 in Room 104 at

Mr. Guy Fortier, Chairman called the meeting to order at 
2:00 P.M. Roll call found Representatives Fortier, Oleson, Huggins, 
Brungot, Gagnon, Hunt, Lemire, Kidder, Burns, Theriault, Metcalf, 
and Pryor present.

Delegation Meeting - March 9, 1974 


The Coos County Delegation met at the Berlin Court House 
in Berlin, New Hampshire on March 9, 1974 at 1:00 P.M. 


Chairman Fortier called the meeting to order at 1:00 P.M. 
Roll call found Representatives Fortier, Oleson, Huggins, Brungot 
Gagnon, Richardson, Hunt, Kidder, Burns, Metcalf and Valliere’ 
present. 
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Chairman Fortier called on Mr. Billings from the Health & 
Welfare Department to speak about approval of the New Nursing 
Home as he was the one who had to approve it. He stated this 
should be done by the County td keep the program going where 
others might fail if the going got rough. The County Nursing 
Homes were considered to give better care to its patients. He feels 
there is a need which was very well illustrated in the booklet 
(Survey of Nursing Homes Needs) and how it could serve the 
area. He said that July 1976 the State shall pay for cost at a rate 
required. They are working on a new rate structure according to 
needs and there will be four rates for intermediate care and rates 
for skilled care. He felt we might get 100% Federal Funding 
sometime in the future. Hill-Burton Funds will expire in June 
which might be the end of these funds. It is a good probability 
that we will get up to $300,000 from the Hill-Burton Funds 
which they have when released. They might be eligible for 1/3 
the cost, or about $500,000 as Hillsboro and Cheshire would not 
be receiving these funds which might help in the amount we might 
get. Bond issue should be made for the full amount, but use it as 
it became available. 


Rep. Brungot and Metcalf asked to have rates explained. He 
stated additional charges would be made in cases where feeding 
and bathing has to be done above the regular rates. 


Commissioner Brungot asked if any funds might be available 
from other sources and Mr. Billings said this information could be 
obtained from our Senators and Congressmen. In some cases 
EDA had furnished 90% as was done at Lin-wood Medical Center. 
Mr. Billings offered to assist in making applciations. 


Chairman Fortier asked the Commissioners to carry on the 
meeting concerning building and plans. Mr. King was called on to 
explain the structure and planning of rooms, etc. He explained 
the diagrams showing each floor and their uses with many im- 
provements over the present nursing homes. The rooms would be 
mostly semi-private with two isolated rooms on each floor and 
their would be a bath for each two rooms serving four people. 
There would be two elevators and stairways at each end of the 
building. There would be three stories above the ground and the: 
basement would be used as well. He expected the building would 
be 98% filled upon completion and this was used as a basis to 
determine the cost rate per day. Mr. King passed out booklets to 
each member, of the plans and figures, and said some would be 
mailed to the selectmen of each town in the county. Early 
staffing had been worked out and it might be open as early as 
1975 or 1976. Reimbursement rates might have to increase later 
possibly to $20.00 per day.

There was some discussion about plans and some alternatives, 
but it was explained that if more private rooms were planned it 
would be more costly and most patients preferred to have another 
patient in the room with them, which was different than in a 
hospital. Lighting mentioned and two beds per room would be 
all that could be allowed. Room sizes was given as 12 by 24 feet 
which was a little larger than required by law. As per booklet the 
total cost was figured at $1,600,000. Based on cost after 1976, 
62% would be Federal, 19% by State and 19% by local, either by 
town or county. It was mentioned that under Day Care Center at 
$7.00 per day could allow some of these people to come in days 
which would help on the expenses. The booklets were made with 
one side of the page blank to allow comments when reviewing the 
book. 


Commissioner Brungot suggested that questions should be sent 
in before meeting to allow them time to prepare the answers. He 
also asked that information we had received about the New Nursing 
Home be relayed to other delegation members who were not 
present. 


Mr. King announced the meeting scheduled for March 29th 
was changed to March 27th and this meeting would not require 
delegation members to attend unless they wished. 


Mr. Billings offered to answer any questions at this time or at 
his office in Concord. 


It was mentioned the Council on Aging who was giving trans- 
portation might bring some of them to the New Nursing Home for 
day care. 


Mr. Billings stated he thought more day care centers would be 
made available in the near future, especially in Lancaster and 
Whitefield. He advised making the bond $120,000, plus amount 
shown in booklet on page 20% for the first year. 


Operational costs was figured at $23.66 per day per bed which 
is lower than most places today. This would be necessary to 
retire the interest and bonds. 


Rates at Coos County Nursing Home are $16.00 and $17.00 
for private rooms. It was expected that 1975 legislature would 
increase the reimbursement rates as had to be done in the past. 


Many things were discussed as to financing of patients, etc. 


Superintendent Bouchard stated that private homes had patients 
from anywhere, even from other states where County Nursing 
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Rep. Gagnon moved to adjourn and it was seconded by Rep. 
Burns and voted in the affirmative. 


Meeting declared adjourned at 3:05 P.M.

Public Hearing - March 15, 1974 


A public hearing was held at the Berlin Court House in Berlin, 
N.H., March 15, 1974. 


Chairman Fortier called the meeting to order at 10:00 A.M. 
Roll call found Representatives Fortier, Oleson, Huggins, Brungot, 
Gagnon, Kidder, Burns, Theriault, Metcalf, Valliere and Pryor 
present. 


Chairman Fortier read a letter from the Berlin business and 
professional women’s club who unanimously voted to support the 
proposed construction of a new nursing home on Cates Hill and 
the letter was placed on file. 


Commissioner Bergeron spoke in favor of the new nursing 
home and complimented the building committee for their good 
work on the project. 


The meeting was turned over to Fred King, co-ordinator, who 
introduced Dan Donavon and Jerry Donavon, medical consultants. 
Mr. King explained the need for the Nursing Home both for the 
present and the future. He stated there were 3,497 over the age 
of 60 in Berlin and there was 46% in Berlin either under 18 or 
over 64 at the present time and it would increase within the 
next ten years. He described the location and showed maps of the 
plans and the availability of help that could be used from the 
Vocational School, being closely associated. He explained the 
uses of three floors and the basement as planned and that space 
was included for expansion if needed in the future. 


He mentioned the West Stewartstown Nursing Home had 
utilized 99.5% of beds available and there was a waiting list of 
approximately 150 and the 27 bed Nursing Home in Jefferson 
would be closing soon. Day Care Center is being planned if 
needed and if used would cut the cost of the Nursing Home. He 
explained the cost during the past year also the reimbursement

rates. The average rates were much more than was being charged 
at the West Stewartstown home. If the Nursing Home was built 
the opening date would be the later part of 1975. Reimbursement 
rates would increase as time goes on as allowed by legislature. 


The medical consultants having visited several other Nursing 
Homes have given them a good idea as to the amount of reim- 
bursement needed. Mr. Donavan stated that under H.R.I. Federal 
Regulation shows in the new law that the state is required to 
reimburse according to needs starting July 1976 and they would 
have to pay interest as well as the total of $1,700,000. | If Hill- 
Burton put in $600,000 for the Nursing Home as a grant, It would 
not have to be repaid. Hill-Burton would be toward structure and 
balance of $1,200,000 to be bonded. Construction would be 
started this year if approved and money available as foreseen at 
this time. Cost per day per patient was figured at $23.56. It was 
mentioned that West Stewartstown Nursing Home was paying its 
way and serving the patients very well. 


Mr. King read a letter to the Commissioners from the Division 
of Welfare, Berlin, N.H. consisting of 750 who represent the 
department all in favor of the new Nursing Home and the letter 
was put on file. Mr. Donavan spoke in favor of the Nursing Home 
and of H.R.I. and was unhappy with some things that have 
happened that would make the requirements much more stringent 
and hoped to correct this error. They had mandated the state 
must make a formula on reimbursement to meet standards, which 
were required to get funds. 


Chairman Fortier spoke of some advantages in the West 
Stewartstown Nursing Home and having farm produce to use 
which was a saving. 


At this time the Chairman asked for testimony either for or 
against the Nursing Home, Mr. Belanger concurred with the 
survey made and felt it was well done and he favored it. Mr. Lucien 
Lamoureux spoke in behalf of the Senior Citizens in favor of the 
Nursing Home and that many programs were in use that did not 
exist a few years ago. Rep. Alcide Valliere spoke in favor. Mr. 
Richard Ramsey, Berlin, N.H., spoke in favor. Mr. William Thomp- 
son, Administrator of Androscoggin Valley Hospital, spoke in 
favor and felt it was needed especially to keep them in an area 
where husband or wife resided. Com. Bergeron stated there were 
continuouscallsto get in the Nursing Home. Chairman Fortier 
spoke of the Revenue Sharing which was available, and that the 
County could serve the community better than any private 
Nursing Home. Mr. Thomas Sweeney spoke in favor. Mr. White, 
Advisory Commissioner for Technical College, from Lancaster, 
N.H., spoke in favor and said Mr. Willy from a Nursing Home was 
in favor. Mr. John Gauther spoke in favor and congratulated the 
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Delegation and the Commissioners for their support. Mr. Robert 
Delisle, Health Officer, spoke in favor. Mrs. Dorothy Lamoureux 
spoke in favor. Mrs. Josephine Horn spoke in favor. Rep. Gagnon 
spoke in favor. Rep. Brungot spoke in favor. Rep. Oleson spoke 
in favor and commended Mr. King on the work he had done. Rep. 
Theriault, Berlin, N.H., Ward 4, said he was on the building 
committee and they had visited five other Nursing Homes and 
felt the plans were very well done and Nursing Homes should not 
be looked on as a poor house but for the elderly where they could 
enjoy life with others in their later years. Rep. Harold Burns, 
Whitefield, N.H., spoke in favor for him self and his constituents 
and favored the Day Care Center. Rep. Pryor felt that there might 
be opposition as to who built it, but he was informed that the 
builder must be registered to build in New Hampshire and he 
agreed there should be a new Nursing Home. 


Mr. King said he was aware of the Hillsboro situation and also 
mentioned a letter from the County Attorney about competitive 
bidding and gave them the state law and that competitive bidding 
was not required and that choosing an architect does not require 
competitive bidding. Peter Dorsey, Architect, was confirmed in 
Dec. 1973 and Manchester lawyers state it is legal. Rep. Metcalf 
spoke in favor. Mrs. Sivard spoke in favor. Rep. Kidder spoke in 
favor. Rep. Oleson stated that members of the Delegation were 
quite conservative and the amount of money being spent for a 
Nursing Home was not considered very bad when it cost approx- 
imately the same amount to build a mile of state highway. 


Commissioner Bergeron thanked all those for their support for 
the Nursing Home and hoped a Day Care Center could work 
together for all. 


Chairman Fortier declared the meeting adjourned at 11:20 A.M.

Delegation Meeting - March 23, 1974 


The Coos County Delegation met at the Berlin Court House in 
Berlin New Hampshire on March 23, 1974, at 1:00 P.M. 


Meeting was called to order by Chairman Guy Fortier at 
1:00 P.M. Roll call found Representatives Fortier, Oleson, 
Huggins, Brungot, Gagnon, Richardson, Lee, Hunt, Lemire, 


Kidder, Drake, Bushey, Theriault, Metcalf, Valliere, and Pryor 
present. 
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Rep. Drake asked permission to address the delegation and 
permission was granted. Rep. Drake spoke on financing and his 
views how motion should be made to cover all details necessary 
to avoid calling a meeting of the delegation, whcih could happen 
if the motion was not worded correctly. He stressed that it should 
be considered as a North Country Nursing Home, not just for the 
Berlin area, and be so stated in the minutes. Rep. Hunt, Oleson 
spoke in favor of Rep. Drake’s proposal. Commissioner Corrigan 
agreed with Rep. Drake and said the other commissioners would 
endorse it. He also mentioned that the administrator would be 
charged with the responsibility of placing patients in homes most 
suited to them. 


The Commissioners were called in at this time to give inform- 
ation on a suitable motion or any resolution they might have 
which would be legal. Mr. Fred King presented a copy to each 
member a resolution which had been drawn up by the County 
Attorney. Chairman Fortier requested the clerk to read the 
resolution in full. Rep. Drake inquired if the amount in the 
resolution included the amount to be paid for the land and he 
was assured that it was included. Rep. Drake moved to adopt the 
resolution as read by the clerk and it was seconded by Rep. Hunt. 


Discussion followed about the cost of the land, which was 
$7,500 and $500 had been paid for option on the land for one 
year and this would leave a balance of $7,000 to be paid. 


Rep. Pryor asked if bids on the construction of the building 
included furnishing. The Commissioners stated the contents 
would be separate. Mr. King stated the construction of the 
building and equipment would exclude equipping the rooms. 
But the contractor could sub-let under his bond. He stated that 
$1,600,000 would be for construction of the building and the 
balance would be for equipment. 


Mr. John Morton, County Treasurer, stated that $120,000 of 
Revenue Sharing could be made on an annual basis in short term 
notes thus saving the County interest money. Discussion followed. 


County Attorney had told Mr. King that this would not have to 
be put out at competitive bids as it was not required by law. 


Commissioner Brungot suggested amending the resolution to 
read $1,600,000 for construction on 20 or 30 year bonds and 
$120,000 on 4 or 5 year short term bonds for equipment. Mr. 
King stated that the figures they had were based on 30 year bonds. 


Rep. Drake spoke on the financing and that some additional 
costs might be forth coming in future years if the state did not 
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meet their share of Federal Funds. He said 20 year bonds would 
be much cheaper in the long run. Further discussion about arch- 
itects and bids. 


It was explained that bids would be advertised in the papers 
and it could be up to the Commissioners and the Building Com- 
mittee to make their decision, which would not necessarily be the 
lowest bid unless they could get the same service. 


Mr. King spoke of Architectural Contractors, Inc. and it was 
true some companies could be subsidizing under Medico. 


Rep. Drake moved to amend the resoultion as follows: In the 
fourth line after the word purpose - the necessary land acquisition 
and 

Further resolved: That $1,600,000 of the authorized bonds 
be issued on a 20 year repayment and the remaining $120,000 be 
issued on four year notes payable annually unless otherwise res- 
olved by the Commissioners and the Building Committee. The 
motion was seconded by Rep. Hunt and a roll call vote was called 
and passed in favor of the motion. Unanimous vote. 


A motion on the Resolution as amended was made by Rep. 
Drake and seconded by Rep. Hunt and by a roll call vote it was 
passed unanimously in favor. 


Rep. Drake moved that the bids on the main construction on 
the building should be opened by the Building Committee and the 
Commissioners and it was seconded by Rep. Oleson and voted in 
the affirmative. 


Rep. Drake stated that he hoped that no resolution be made 
unless approved by the delegation. 


Rep. Drake made a motion that before any new rule or reg- 
ulation concerning the operation of the Nursing Home were made 
that it be brought up before the entire delegation, for their 
approval including the eligibility and priorities as to what nursing 
home and where they would be assigned. This was seconded by 
Rep. Hunt and vote was favorable. 


Rep. Drake moved and seconded by Rep. Hunt that before the 
new Nursing Home is completed any new rule and regulation con- 
cerning the operation of the nuring homes be brought before the 
County Delegation for consideration before they are established 
as public policy. Voted in favor of the motion. 


Rep. Pryor announced there would be a meeting April 4, 1974 
at the Berlin Court House at 7:30 P.M. where the Education 
Voucher System would be explained. 
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Rep. Richardson spoke about having more single patient rooms 
in the new Nursing Home. Rep. Drake and others explained it 
would increase the cost and thought it unnecessary in a nursing 
home. 


Rep. Pryor asked to have a list of contracting companies listed 
in the minutes that were related in some way to the Medico. 


Commonwealth Development Co., Fellfway Development Co., 
Frost Development Co., Higate Management Development, Limited 
Tri-Vest Associate and the Brenee Development Co. 


Discussion followed: By Rep. Lee, Hunt, Oleson, Valliere and

The committee reviewed the work done on the Court House 
and the cost of repairs up to the present time by Paul Cloutier and 
got an estimate of approximately $7,000 to complete the work 
within the next two weeks. 


Meeting adjourned at 3:15 P.M. by Chairman Fortier.

Coos County Delegation Meeting 


The Coos County Delegation met at the Berlin Court House in 
Berlin, N.H., July 16, 1974 at 7:00 P.M. 


Chairman Fortier called the meeting to order at 7:00 P.M. 
Roll call found Representatives Fortier, Oleson, Huggins, Brungot, 
Gagnon, Lee, Hunt, Lemire, Kidder, Drake, Bushey, Burns, Valliere 
and Pryor present. Commissioners Bergeron and Corrigan and 
Co-ordinator Fred King were present. 


Chairman Fortier asked Fred King to explain the Man Power 
program. Mr. King stated the new program known as CETA was 
a Tri-County program including Coos, Carroll and Grafton 
Counties which was necessary due to lack of population in the area 
to meet the requirements. The Commissioners in the three count- 
ies would work together with a Board of Directors to handle the 
funds and payments for the program. The Commissioners re- 
ceiveda letter July 2, 1974 requiring certification by the County 
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delegation for approval. A resolution was offered to accept 
Federal Funds for this program and any funds that might be 
forth coming in the future. Rep. Drake asked if the Com- 
missioners would have to be paid from this fund or from some 
other source. Mr. King replied the funding would only be for the 
staff and the ones working under the program. Mr. King ex- 
plained Title 1 and Title 2 and these were figured on the amount 
of unemployment. There was 7%% unemployment in the Berlin 
area compared with 4% over the entire state. This would be a 
non-profit organization and the Commissioners would oversee the 
work and the staff would be paid to run the program. The 
Advisory Commission had $145,000 for the youth program some 
in school training and work at County Farm and other places to 
keep them in school. Wages would be $2.00 per hour. Any in- 
quiries would be made to the County Commissioners. 


Eligibility required: 


Economic disadvantage or unemployed and partially unem- 
ployed and ones receiving cash welfare payments needing 
assistance. 


Low income families with less than $7,300 annual income. 


This program is expected to continue in the future. Assistance 
is also given to nurses who are studying and not working. 


Rep. Drake asked how much staff would be required and Mr. 
King said there would be three. The resolution was read as 
follows: 


Resolution 


At a meeting of the Coos County Convention held at the Coos 
County Superior Court House at Berlin, N.H., on July 16, 1974, 
a majority of the whole convention being present and upon a 
motion duly made, seconded and favorably voted upon by a 
majority of the said County Convention present and voting, the 
following resolution was approved and passed. 


Be it resolved that we, the Coos County Delegation, hereby 
authorize the Coos County Commissioners to enter into an agree- 
ment with the County Commissioners of Carroll County and 
Grafton County in the combined supervision and/or operation of 
Manpower programs for the Tri-County area. We further authorize 
the Coos County Commissioners to apply for, accept and expend 
Federal and /or State of New Hampshire funds for the implement- 
ation of such Manpower programs.

Item 2. Nursing Home 


Mr. King showed most recent plans and stated there had been 
a new revision of Hill-Burton funds where $600,000 had been 
approved after some minor changes. He stated that bids was ex- 
pected to be out by Sept. and work could start by Oct. of this 
year. 


Item 3: 


Water line extension due to lack of pressure would require 
installation of storage tanks and this would have top pnority 
wiht EDA with 90% state and 10% local funds. 


Item 4: 


Office equipment for Crime Commission office. Ben Thomp- 
son asked to have this brought before the Delegation as $2,673 
was needed and they were asking for 25% from the County and 
their grant was $2,004. Rep. Drake moved the Delegation in- 
struct the Commissioners to transfer funds if they felt it necessary 
and it was seconded by Rep. Brungot and the vote was favorable. 


Mr. Chandler asked permission to address the Delegation about 
the Food Stamp Program, which was granted by the chairman. 
Mr. Chandler explained how the program worked and his duties in 
finding outlets to issue the stamps and was having trouble finding 
some in the northern part of the state as well as some of the large 
cities. He asked for assistance in solving the problem. Rep. 
Bushey moved to adjourn at 8:30 P.M. and it was seconded by 
Rep. Drake and the vote was favorable.

Finance Meeting - August 17, 1974 


The Finance Committee met at the County Nursing Home in 
West Stewartstown, New Hampshire on August 17, 1974. 
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Chairman Guy Fortier opened the meeting at 10:00 A.M. 
Members present were Representatives Fortier, Oleson, Gagnon, 
Richardson, Hunt, Lemire and Brungot. 


County officials present were Commissioners Bergeron and 
Brungot. Superintendent Bouchard and Mr. Fred King. 


County Commissioners asked that a letter be sent to Register 
of Deeds warning him of the fact that about 70% of his approp- 
riation had been spent and that any overdraft would not be 
honored by the County Commissioners unless Finance Chairman 
Fortier was contacted and any such overdraft be approved by the 
Finance Committee.

Suggested that money 
already appropriated be kept until such a report is available and 
recommendations made for next year’s budget. Mr. King’s re- 
commendations were accepted by the Finance Committee. 


Mr. King explained the Capitol Reserve Fund and why some 
expenditures authorized had not been spent. 


Delays in reimbursements from the State for the County Home 
was explained by Superintendent Bouchard which will cause com- 
plications for compiling next year’s budget if corrective measures 
are not made by the State. 


County Commissioner Brungot said that acting upon their 
authority the County Commissioners had kept Mr. King as an 
County Assistant and that his services had been invaluable. 


County Commissioners asked that they be authorized to 
receive any monies from any Federal source to be used for the 
water supply system at the New Nursing Home. Such permission 
was granted by the Finance Committee. 


The budget was read by Chairman Fortier and expenditures 
noted for the first two quarters. Rep. Brungot moved that the 
report be accepted and placed on file. It was seconded by Rep. 
Gagnon. Such motion was accepted by the Finance Committee 
unanimously.

The Finance Committee and the Building Committee met at 
the Coos County Nursing Home in West Stewartstown, Ae 
Oct. 26, 1974, at 10:00 A.M. 


Chairman Fortier called the meeting to order at 10:00 A.M. 
Roll call found Representatives Fortier, Oleson, Huggins, Gagnon * 
Richardson, and Hunt of the Finance Committee present and 
Representatives Fortier, Kidder, Thereault and Valliere of the 
Building Committee present. 


Chairman Fortier asked Mr. Robert Rich, Clerk of the Court 
to address the committee in regard to the expenditures for the 
year 1974. 


Mr. Rich stated that he would need an additonal $9,000 to be 
expended before the end of the year as there was only $3,270 
unexpended at the present time. He explained that new rules had 
been made where the six deputies had to be bonded to the Sheriff 
and the Sheriff bonded to the County and all bonds had to be 
approved by Dec. 1, 1974, but could be paid in Jan., 1975. 
There would be overdraft in his office and clerks office and 
Social Security. Rep. Hunt asked about the new Judge and 
stenographer and it was explained by Mr. Rich. 


Mr. Farrington was recognized to speak on Crime Commission. 
He asked that $1,500 be transferred to the Crime Commission to 
renovate the probation department as they were in need of more 
space, having had to use the jury rooms. This would require 
moving the office to the basement which would cost approx- 
imately $10,000 but 5% would be by the County, 5% by Crime 
Commission and the balance from Federal Funds. He was in 


hopes of making a study on increased crime which would cost 
$20,000. 


Rep. Oleson asked how many cases they had at present and Mr. 
Farrington said over a hundred cases. 


Commissioner Corrigan said it appeared that the increase in 
crime seemed to be more in places away from the probation office 
mainly Gorham, Milan and Berlin. 


Heating system was discussed and a change would be needed if 
they were to move into basement as present system would not 
supply ample heat. 


Mrs. Richardson spoke of crime in Milan and stated it was due 
to lack of recreation places for the young people, and the select- 
men should be asked to furnish a suitable place for them. 
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Mr. Warren Bartlett, Register of Deeds spoke about his depart- 
ment being short of funds and would over run $171.03 by the end 
of the year due to increased cost of material, Social Security and 
payment on rent of machine and paper. Mr. Bouchard spoke in 
behalf of Mr. Bartlett. 


Mrs. Gladys McClean was recognized to ask for $300 to finish 
out the year as she would have an overdraft due to increased 
prices and new forms now required above what they had in the 
past. 


Chairman Fortier asked the County Commissioners to brief the 
committee on the Building Committees progress. 


Mr. Fred King stated that they were about thirty days behind 
on the work and plans were already out with 12 to 15 bidders and 
hoped to stay within the amount planned for building. Bids 
were to be in Nov. 14, 1974. Hill-Burton Funds were being held 
up, but expects them to be okayed shortly. Permission was given 
by Hill-Burton to put out the bids. Senator McIntyre talked 
with Mr. Billings and was assured the money would be available. 
Construction would start this fall and materials could be pur- 
chased and stored for future use at a lower cost. It was hopeful 
that EDA money could be made available at a later date for 
water. It was stated that the Bureau of Hospital services comes 


under Dr. Meyers. 


November 14 would be the date for opening bids at the Berlin 
Court House at 2:00 P.M. with the Building Committee present. 


It was reported that Palmer Dodgehad made final approval and 
bids would be opened in Boston, Nov. 30; 1974, and money 
should be in by Nov. 15 and could be reinvested. 


Mr. John Morton, County Treasurer instructed them that 
commercial advertising was necessary according to law and meet- 
ing on budget has to be open to the public. 


Chairman Fortier moved to recess for luncheon and it was 
seconded by Rep. Oleson and vote was favorable at 11:50 A.M. 


Meeting was called to order by Chairman Fortier at 1:30 P.M.

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Report of County Commissioners 


The year 1974 was a year of transition for Coos County. New 
Programs were implemented to make county government more 
responsiveto the needs of the citizens and some programs that 
had long been a part of the county scene were discontinued. Good 
news for the taxpayers came in the form of a 12% tax decrease 
following a 3% decrease in 1973. We wish we could report that 
this trend will continue but it now appears that the inflationary 
pressures are going to force County expenses to the point where 
tax increases will be necessary but we intend to keep any increases 
to a minimum. The Commissioners are hopeful that the 
Legislature of the State of N. H. will be able to increase the 
reimbursement rate for nursing home care as they have done in 
previous sessions. Failure to do this will place unnecessary 
burden on the local cities, towns and counties who must under 
N. H. law provide adequate care for these citizens whether they 
are in private or public facilities. 


The new machine accounting system became operational and 
with its introduction many of the old ways of doing things had to 
change. The Commissioners feel that this new system will provide 
all departments with current information that will allow an 
improvement in operations. The accounting machine was installed 
at the County Home in West Stewartstown but will be transferred 
to the Berlin Court House now that the new nursing home is to 
be built there. The County’s accounting firm feels that when the 
new home opens early in 1976 that the work load will be better 
distributed if the accounting office is in Berlin. It is noteworthy 
that this new system which Coos County has been ‘‘shaking down” 
this year will be mandatory for all New Hampshire counties 
starting January 1, 1975. The Commissioners would like to 
thank all of the department heads and their employees in making 
this rather difficult changeover possible. 


The County Nursing Home in West Stewartstown continued to 
operate at full capacity and year end figures placed the revenue at 
100% of its expenditures. The dairy farm operation showed a 
profit and this was accomplished while the County undertook an 
accelerated beef cattle raising program in anticipation of a greater 
need for beef when the home in Berlin becomes operational. 


This past year a rather extensive repair program at the Berlin 
Court House was completed. These repairs included insulation in 
the attic and combination windows. At the Lancaster Court House 
a three year program of renovations was completed in 1973. The 
Commissioners feel that both of these buildings are in good 
general repair and should require only normal maintenance during 
the next few years. 
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The surplus food program was phased out at the end of July 
and was replaced by the State of N. H. Division of Welfare food 
stamp program. 


The County became a co-sponsor of federal manpower 
programs and along with Carrol and Grafton counties established 
the ‘Tri-County Council’ as an operational agency to administer 
and direct manpower programs for the unemployed and disadvan- 
taged citizens of the area. The budget for fiscal 1975 (June 30, 
1974-July 1, 1975) is $1,709,281.00. A more detailed report of the 
Tri-County Council will be found elsewhere in this County Report. 


1974 saw the completion of the planning phase for the new 
County Nursing Home in Berlin which began in November of 
1972. On January 3, 1975 the Commissioners signed a contract 
with Caron Construction Company, Inc. of Manchester for the 
construction of this new 100 bed home on a 15 acre site on 
Cates Hill road. The total cost of this project will be $2,200,000.00 
for the three story structure. We are most fortunate to have 
received a $600,000.00 Hill-Burton construction grant. The re- 
maining $1,600,000.00 in cost will be paid by a County bond 
issue. When completed this new facility will make available a 
total of 200 nursing home beds for the citizens of Coos County. 
The project completion date for the new facility is December 
31, 1975. 


We wish to thank the County Delegation, the employees of 
the County and all the citizens for helping to make 1974 another 
productive year for County government in Coos County. We 
look forward to 1975 with a certain amount of apprehension as 
we note the general economic conditions in the County. 1975 
will probably see increased unemployment and certainly will see 
a continuation of the inflationary spiral in the cost of the 
essentials that we all need to survive. As the budgets were 
developed for the ensuing year the course chosen was one of 
fiscal caution, of productivity and of making do in these hard 
times. We pledge to continue during 1975 to follow the course 
of total committment to those among us who are least able to 
help themselves.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners, the 
County Delegation and Citizens of Coos County. 

There were 213 Jail admissions and 75 House of Correction 
admissions with total of 5270 Jail and House of Correction days. 

There were 74 (seventy-four) Nursing Hospital admissions 
with 37,542 patient days for a utilization of 102.9%. 

We are still experiencing a heavy demand for Nursing Hospital 
beds, that we cannot fill because our census is over the maximum. 
This demand will continue until the Berlin Nursing Home is built. 

The Station Wagon that the Delegation approved is being 
utilized to the fullest. It is used for patient appointments when an 
ambulance is not required. It is also used for patient outings such 
as parades, picnics, concerts and to go to the Lancaster Fair 
(for the patients who cannot go on the bus). 

Renovations at the Nursing Home are continuing because either 
the State dictates new Nursing Home rulings or just to upgrade 
the Nursing Home. 

R.S.V.P. has become quite active in the Nursing Home. They 
have purchased a Bingo machine with donations and have a 
Bingo party at least once a month. They visit the patients and 
bring much pleasure to everyone. 

The Delegation’s approval of new equipment for the Farm has 
resulted in a marked decrease in vehicle repairs. 

Our Dairy Herd took first place in milk production in the 
County and fourth in the State. 

The County has installed a new accounting system under the 
instruction of John E. Rich & Company and the Department of 
Revenue Administration, using machine accounting. This system 
is located at the Nursing Home and has proven very beneficial for 
all departments. 

The Clergy continue to administer to the spiritual needs of our 
patients. Reverend Shea continues to come with the Sacraments 
day or night as needed. 

We acknowledge with great appreciation The Beecher Falls 
Manufacturing Company, Mr. and Mrs. Marshall Ames, R.S.V.P. 
people and the many organizations and individuals who do so 
much to bring a ray of sunshine to our people. A special thanks 
to Nugent's Bus service for always being ready to provide bus 
service for parades, concerts and the Lancaster Fair. 

Our most special thanks to our County Commissioners - Mr. 
Rene Bergeron, Dr. Norman Brungot and Mr. Thomas Corrigan, 
The County Delegation and our very loyal employees whose 


support and cooperation this past year has made our job much 
easier to cope with.

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REPORT OF THE COOS COUNTY 
CONSERVATION DISTRICT 


To the Board of Commissioners, County Delegates, and Citizens of 
Coos County: 


The Coos County Conservation District had a very busy and 
productive 1974. We provided approximately 300 individuals with 
soils information for subdivision of land or installation of a sewage 
disposal system. We are continuing to provide new soils mapping 
for all subdivisions with more than two lots. This service is pro- 
vided at no cost to the recipient due to the financial support of 
the County. 

The District appropriation from the County for 1974 was 
$6000. This money provided us with a full-time District Secre- 
tary to keep our office open daily from 8 to 4:30 and provide 
the necessary clerical functions. 

Our operating expenses were financed from private contribu- 
tions to the District. Nearly $2,500 was received in contributions 
from banks, credit unions, individuals and businesses. This finan- 
cial support of our conservation programs is received with 
gratitude. 

We assisted with the construction of 12 ponds. Technician as- 
sistance was given to the Coos County Institution in repairing the 
flood damage on their cornland. 

Technical services were provided to 30 units of government 
including selectmen, planning boards, conservation commissions 
and fire departments on various resource problems such as solid 
waste disposal, soil survey, flood insurance program and water 
supply. 

The District sponsored an essay contest for 5th and 6th 
Graders in May. Prizes were given to the top 5 essays plus 10 
honorable mentions. The theme for this contest was ‘‘Conserva- 
tion Problems in My Town”. Over 60 essays were entered in this 
contest. 

In June-July we sponsored two youths and one teacher to the 
Conservation Camps provided by the Society for the Protection 
of N. H. Forests. At the District’s booth at Lancaster Fair in 
September over 125 people signed up for more than 600 of the 
20 booklets on display. 

The banks and loan institutions in the County helped sponsor 
a conservation education cartoon booklet for 5th and 6th Graders. 
Over 2,000 copies of the booklet “Plants, Animals and Man - 
Sharing The Earth - An Ecology Story’’ were purchased and 
distributed. 

We continued to publish 3 newsletters and an Annual Report. 
Our circulation for the newsletter is around 2500. This.is an 
attempt to keep the public informed of our program and ac- 
complishments. 
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We thank the County Commissioners and the County Delegates 
for their continued support of our conservation program.

We have examined the Balance Sheet of Coos County as at December 31, 1974, 
and the related Statements of Revenue and Expenditures of the County and other 
County Activities for the year then ended. Our examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


We did not audit the books of the Reyister of Deeds as he is remunerated ona 
fee basis. The books of the Sheriff were not audited as he is also remunerated 
on a fee basis plus a fixed $2,000 salary. The Clerk of Courts stated it was not 
convenient at this time to audit the court's books and records, the audit will be 
completed and reported on at a later date. 


In accordance with the accounting practices followed by municipalities, the 
accounts are kept on a modified accrual basis under which the more important 
revenue and expenses are accrued, except interest on outstanding indebtedness, 
which is paid together with matured indebtedness from appropriations of the 
following year. Expenditures for property, plant and equipment are expensed in 
the year of purchase. 


In our opinion, the accompanying Balance Sheet and related Statements of Revenue 
and Expenditures of the County and other County Activities present fairly the 
financial position of Coos County as at December 31, 1974 and the results of its 
operations for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles for municipalities applied on a basis consistent with the preceding year.
